APPETIZING MEATS. 

BEEii'STEAK PIE.— Cut renmanlc 
of cold broiled steak or roasl 

beef in one inch cubes; thei; 
cover with boiling v> ater, add oue-hait 
onion aud cook slowly one hour. Re 
move onion, tliickeu gravy with flour 
diluted with cold water and seasot 
witli salt aud pejijK r. Add potatoes cut 
iu oue-fourlh iuch slices which have 
been parboiled eight minutes in boiling 
salted water Put iu a buttered pud- 
ding dish, cool, cover with baking pow- 
der biscuit mixture or pie crust. Bake 
iu a hot oveu. If covered with pie 
crust make several incisions In crust 
that gases may escai)e. 

Bargain Crotjuetfes.— One cupful cold 
roast beef iinely chopped, sail and pep- 
l)or, onion juice- table sauce, two table- 
spoonfuls breadcrumbs, one table- 
tpoonful melted butter and yolk of one 
egg, slightly beaten. Season beef with 
salt, pei)por, onion juice and table 
sauce. Add remaining ingredients; 
shape after the form of small cro* 
iiucttes pomted at ends. Roll in fiour, 
egg and crumbs, fry in deep fat, draiu 
and serve with tomato sauce and bot 
biscuit. 

Italian Beef.— Melt two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter In a frying pan and add 
one onion sliced thin. Cook until 
browned, then aM ««• and ouc-half 
cupfuls of st( waA mmmmk tomatoes and 
let boil slowly Scr itlMBi minutes or 
uutil slightly tfalifeaMd. Add one aud 
one-half cans of eookai tamt m xm X and 
briiif: to a boiL Jnst before servinjr 
add tv, o cupfuls oL left over roast beef 
cut fine. Heat through, but do not 
boil. SServe at once. 

Pressed Meat.— Purchase any desired 
amount of Hank or rib meat, wash, 
place in a kettle, cover with water aud 
»3nil mi til very tender; when done 
drain, x-emove the bones and skin and 
pock in a dish where it can be pressed 
by weighting the cover. When cold 
r-lice and serve. 

lillct of Beef.— Wliie, remove fat, 
veins aud any tendonous portiims; 
skewer In shape and lard upper side 
with grain of meat (if you do not wish 
ro take trouble to lard tillet your butch- 
9X Avlll do It for you). I'lace on a xaci: 
lu a small pan, sprinkle with sqlt and 
pepper, dredge with flour and put to 
bottom of pan small pieces of pork, 
Dake twenty to thirty minutes in hot 
even, hasthiLT three times. Take out 
skewer, remove to hot platter and gar- 
nish with watercress. Serve with 
mushrooms or horseradish sauce. 



Ag Pekin and Runner Rarely Show Dis. 
position to Sit, Artificial 
Means Are Used. 



On commercial duck farms most of 
the hatcliing is done in incubators, for 
the Pekin and Runner rarely sit. On 
farms where no incubatcr is available, 
(he e{:?;s are usually hatched uutler 
hens. Tlie period of incubation is a 
week longer than that of hens' eggs, 
and, for this reason, tlie hen must be 
well cared for. While ducks are easier 
to brood artificially than chickens, they 
may also be raised successfully under 
hens. In the latter case, it is better to 
confine the hens and to allow tlie duck- 
lings free range. Birds that are in- 
tended for fiale as green ducks, how- 
ever, are not usually ..illowed mucli 
range, but are fed heavily and forced 
for 'rapid growth. The brooders auc^ 
brooding systems used for chickens 
give good results in rearing ducklings, 
although the latter do not require as 
high a temperature. 



KEEP DUCKS DRY IN WINTER 



Fowls on M^ny Farms Receive Shabby 
Treatment During Cold Weather 
—Give Them Dry Beds. 

On many farms, dac&6 receive 
shabby treatment through the winter. 

llecause they are a water fowl the 
assuiuptlou seems to bo tiiat they can 
stand any amount of water. Big pans 
in the duck runs are slopped over un- 
til the litter is thoroughly wet; the 
ducks caimot find a dry place lo pleep 
in, and when they go lame as a natur- 
al consequence, their owners wond*T 
what disease has attacked them. 
I Ducks require a dry bed. They can 
stand a good deal of cold, and some 
neglect as to food, but dryness at night 
tljey must have If they are to thrive. 

Another cause of lameness in ducks 
is careless handling. Do not pick up 
a ducfe by the legs. Grasp it by the 
neck If you would avoid laipei^^ss.

Washington, Jan. 26. — ^Following is 
text of President Wilson's food-saving 

proclamation: 

Many causes have contributed to 
create the necessity for a more inten- 
sive effort on the part of our people 
to save food in order that we may sup- 
ply our associates in the war with tho 
sustenance vitally necessary to them 
in these days of privation and stress. 
The reduced . productivity of Europe 
because of the large diversion of man- 
power to the war, the partial failure 
of harvests and the elimination of the 
most distant markets for foodstuffs 
through the destruction of shipping, 
places the burden ot- their subsistence 
very laigely on our slioulders. 

The food administration has formu- 
lated suggestions which. If foIloweJ, 
will enable us to meet this great re- 
sponsibility. 

In order that we may reduce our con- 
sumption of wheat and wheat products 
by thirty pir cent — a reduction imper- 
atively necessary to provide the sup- 
ply for overseas — wholesalers, jobbers 
and retailers should purchase and re- 
sell to their customers only seventy 
per cent of the amounts used in 1917. 
All manufacturers of alimentary pastes, 
biscuits, craoliers, pastry and break- 
fast cereals should reduce their pur- 
chases and consumption of wheat and 
wheat flour to seventy per cent of 
their 1917 requirements, aofi all bakers 
of bread and rolls to eighty per cent 
,of their current requirements. Con- 
sumers should reduce their purchases 
of wheat products for home prepara- 
tion to at least seventy per cent of 
those of last year^ or, when buying 
bread, should purchase mixed cereal 
breiads from the bakers. 

Substitute Potatoes. 

To provide sufficient cereal food, 
homes, public eating places, dealers 
and manufacturers - should substitute 
potatoes, vegetables, com, barley, oat^ 
and rice products, and the mixed ce- 
real bread and other products of the 
bakers which contains an admixture 
of other cereals. 

In order that consumption may be 
restricted to this extent, Mondays and 
Wednesdays should bo observed as 
vvheatless days each week, and one 
meal each days should be observed as 
a wheatless meal. 

In both homes and public eating 
places, in order to reduce the consumP' 
tion of beef, pork and sweet products, 
Tuesday should be observed as meat- 
less day in each week, one meatless 
meal should bo observed in each day; 
while, in addition, Saturday in each 
week should further be observed as a 
day upon which to eliminate pork. 

A continued economy in the use of 
sugar will be necessary until later in 
the year. 

It is imperative that all waste and 

unne(;essary consumption of all sorts 
of foodstuffs should be rigidly elimi- 
nated. 

The maintenance of the health and 
strength of our own people is vitally 
necessary at this time, and there 
should be no dangerous restriction ql 
jthe fppd supply; but the elimination 
(jf every sort of waste and the substi- 
tution of other commodities of which 
we have more abundant supplies for 
thpse which we need to save, will in 
po way impair the strength of our 
people.

Sweaters -Sweaters must be 3 inches shorter, tbat is, aa indies to neck, instead 

of 25. Make rib 4 inches, as before. 

Wristlets— Cast on 52 stitclies on 3 needles; 16-16-20, Icnit 2, purl 2 for 2)-^ 
nches. To make first opening for tliiimb, Icnit a, pari a, to tlie end of tliird needle, 
turn; knit and purl back to the end of first needle, always slipping first stitch; turu. 
Continue knitting back and forth for 2 inches. I^om this point continue as at first 
for 3 inclies. Now make on the same side as the first opening, a second thumb open- 
ing like first opening. From this continue as at first for 2;i inches. Bind off loosely 
and buttonhole thumb openings. You will notice that wristlets now have two thumb 
openings, instead of one as formerly. 

Socks— Same as before, except from tip of heel to of toe must aeasnre with- 
out stretching loj^ inches, at least. 

Do not press anything except the socks, and these oaly up to xtt».

In view of the fact that the Gov- 
ernment has bought nitrate and pro- 
poses to distribute it at cost to the 
American farmer the question natur- 
ally arises as to what this nitrate 
should be used for and how much. 

Nitrate in this County should be 
used for the following things and 
should not be used for our ordinary 
crops unless it be used to make a 
complete fertilizer or one contain- 
ing Aminonia and Phosphate which 
might welt be used on tobacco or 
other ciops which bring in an equiv- 
alent amount to the acre of cash. 
It might be used for truck growing, 
on tobacco beds and in view of the 
present wheat shortage to help the 
backward growth in the spring. If 
you have need for nitrate for these 
purposes you should see the County 
Agent, Cohen Bros., Wallace Hard- 
ware Company or The Bremen Mer- 
cantile Co., to let them give you an 
application blank which must be 
filled out before February 4. 

This Nitrate will cost $75.50 at 
Baltimore, Md. and the farmer must 
pay the freight and Tag Fee. It 
contains the equivalent of 18 per cent 
ammonia. Granting that it costs 
^90 per ton delivered (which it will 
hardly do) it will cost $4- 50 per 
hundred or 2^ cents per unit of am- 
monia. Yon will also notice that it 
is just 9 times as strong or contains 
9 times" as much plant food as a 2 
per cent fertilizer. Flence when it 
is used you need only to use i-q as 
much to get the saipe results. For 
further information see the County 
Agent.
